Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

Under current law, the rate of the motor vehicle fuel tax is annually adjusted
by multiplying the tax rate by the percentage change in the annual average U.S.
Consumer Price Index.

Under this bill, after the adjustment of the tax rate on April 1, 2006, the rate
of the motor vehicle fuel tax i is not annually adjusted.
